$1.45 a bushel already has been cut 
to go cents a bushel and the end is 
not yet in sight. The dealers are 
also slashing the wholesale price on 
potatoes, and a bitter aght is in 
prospect in the effort to drive the 
new organisation, which proposes 
to sell direct to the consumer, from 
the field. 
“CAN GO AS FAR AS THEY 
LIKE” 

“Tam glad to hear that the deal- 
ers are cutting the price,” said Mr. 
R. W. Pamment, the farmer who is 
handling the potatoes for the Night- 
ingale Farmers’ Supply association. 
‘Let them go as far as they like. 
We do not intend to enter a price- 
-utting war but will simply sell the 
Alberta potatoes for what theygare 
worth. This is the first time we 
have had a chance to put Alberta 
potatoes in fair competition with the 


| so-called British Columbia potatoes, 


and_ the price cutting shows what 
the public has been up against here- 
iofore.”’ 

Mr. Pamment arrived in the city 
last night with another car load of 
the Alberta potatoes which will be 
sold at Stall No, 10, public market 
beginning at 8 o'clock this morning. 
He already has many repeat orders 
and anticipates that the car load will 
be sold out before tonight’ 

‘As an advertisement of — the 
Alberta potatoes,” said Mr. Pam- 
ment last night, I had one of our 
men boil some of them and we 
placed them on a plate in front of 
the stall, They attracted great 
attention from purchasers who 
found, on testing them, that they 
were just like balls of flour with a 
splendid flavor, We are simply 
knocking in the head the idea which 
the dealers have circulated around 
here that the British Columbia po- 
tatoes are better in order to beat us 
down on prices.” 

The car load of potatoes will be 
sold today in lots not less than roo 
pound sacks. Mr. Pamment says 
that twenty-six farmers are now in 
the organization, and plans are 
maturing rapidly for the handling ef 
all other classes of farm produce 
immediately the harvesting season 
is over

Mr KE. k. Thompson returned 
to Strathmore this week from his 
farm near Fargo, North Dakota, 
What made his trip notable was 
that the distance of over 1000 
miles was accomplished on a 
Hubmobile motor car Nine 
days were taken to do the journ- 
ey. Mr Thompson found that 
the roads were in comparatively 
good condition, and had a pleas- 
ant journey. He was accompan- 
ied by Mr Henry Nestor, of Port- 
land, N. D. The crops around 
Strathmore were about the best 
he had seen, though they were 
very good in North Dakota this 
year.

The Board of Trade have sent in 
their application for space for an ex- 
hibit representative ot the different 
kingtfof grains, fruit, vegetables, 
ete. { which can be grown heré, and 
have also arranged to have several 
delegates in charge of the exhibit, 
who will also distribute publicity 
matter advertising the western 
section of the Bow Valley. 

It is the intention of the C.P.R. 
to have a fine exhibit from Strath- 
more. 

The Dry-Farming Congress will 
be attended by thousands of agricul- 
turists from all over the world, and 
will afford a fine opportunity of put- 
ting forward the claims of this dis- 
trict as a good spot to settle in. 

The Board of Trade would wel- 
come the assistance of farmers in 
contributing farm products which 
they consider worthy of being in- 
cluded in the exhibit. These will 
be received by Mr. C. V. Vanscoy, 
the secretary. 


Westen Canada Iti 
gation Convention 


The Sixth annual Convention of 
the Western Canada Irrigation As- 
sociation held last week at Kelowna, 
B. C., in the Okanagan Valley, was 
undoubtedly the largest attended, 
the most enthusiastic and in every 
way the most satisfactory meeting 
that has been held since this impor- 
tant organization was formed five 
years ago at Calgary. 

The number of delegates from 
Alberta and Saskatchewan was at 
least three times as large as on 
previous occasions wher the As- 
sociation met in the province of 
British Columbia, while the atten- 
dance from all parts of the irrigated 
sections in British Columbia was al- 
so greatly in excess of former oc- 
casions, In fact, the Convention 
of 1912 marks a new era in the his- 
tory of the Association and the 
splendid programme of prommment 
speakers and delightful entertain- 
ment was fully in keeping with other 
cutstanding features of the meeting, 

With a registered attendance of 
nearly 160 delegates and a_ full 
gathering of the general public, the 


000 pieces of elm, in staves, he: d- 
ings and hoops, as against 37,704, 
000 pieces of spruce. There were, 
however, ~ over 11,000,000 more 
spruce staves and 9,000,000 fewer 
elm staves reported in git than for 
1g10. In time elm will probably be 
only used for hoops, as it is the best 
wood for the purpose, the supply is 
fast diminishing, and other species 
can be used to advantage for staves 
and headings. ;The ultimate sub- 
stitute for elm will probably be birch 
which is comparatively plentiful, 

Slack cooperage is of vastly 
greater importance than tight coop- 
erage in Canada. This is because 
the majority of Canaditn products 
are of arough and dry nature, such 
as lime, potatoes, apples, dry fish, 
flour, cereals, etc., and because 
Canadiat, woods are best suited to 
slack cooperage 

White oak, the only wood that 
can be used for containers of alco- 
holic liquids, has been practically 
exhausted in Canadian woodlands. 

In tgtt only 2,768,000 oak staves 
were cut, while 7,293,000 were im- 
ported. 

A rough estimate on the part of 
the Forestry Branch places the min- 
imum amount of material used in 
the manufacture of all classes of 
cooperage as 62,353,190 board feet, 
made up as follows: staves, 29,357, 
714 feet, heading, 24,466,666 feet, 
and hoops, 9,517,810 feet.

The ratio of one to four 
would be reachad approximately by 
mixing five parts corn and cob meal, 
four parts of oil meal and three parts 
of oats. Then if the cow gives eight- 
een pounds of milk per day she would 
be giving 126 pounds per week.

She would be giving 
a little over four and one-half pounds 
of butter fat per week. Therefore she 
should be fed four and one-half pounds 
of the above mixture per day.—Home 
and Farm.

Jet him shed bis coat naturally. If 
becomes too hot he can find shade. 
But when we take the horse into our 
bands there comes a time when, if the 
weather be hot, be must work and 
sweat, with no chance of obtaining 
relief, and it Is then that the long 
hair of winter is a serious drawback. 
The moisture from tbe body ts retain- 
ed in this heavy coat of hair. If he 
stops In the cold winds there is a 
tendency to cool the body because of 
this accumulation of moisture. When 
he Is taken to the stable at nlght he 
{s still covered with this blanket of 
wet hair. This cdndition may be rem- 
edied by a thorough grooming, to be 
sure, but during the busy season of 
spring we do not always have the 
time to spend with the horses that 
would be necessary to dry the hair 
and put them in a comfortable condl- 
tion If this work can possibly be avold- 
ed, and we can avoid this work by 
clipping the animals. 

When we clip the horse we strip 
him of his winter coat. Then when 
he sweats In the field the moisture 
quickly evaporates. He probably 
throws off as much moisture as be- 
fore he was clipped, but it ts taken 
up rapidly by the sun and the alr, and 
when he goes to the stable at night 
he is free from the -vet blanket of 
hair, and a slight grooming will put 
him in condition for a good rest. Thus 
the clipping of the horse is the artifi- 
cial method for meeting the artificial 
conditions of the domestic horse upon 
the farm when we are in the busy 
season and bave many things to do. 
By this means the horse is made com- 
fortable, and the labor of caring for 
him is reduced to a minimum, 

Some may be of the opinion that a 
clipped horse will take cold readily, 
but this {s not the case. It Is always

Water For Live Stock, 

Ice cold Waier checks tue milk Low 
and so affects the cow that it is apt 
to be detrimental to her unborn calf, 
says the Jowa Homestead. At the same 
time we do not approve of warm, 
sloppy water for any of the live stock 
or poultry. They do not relish it any 
more than they do the ice water. If it 
has the chill removed from it that is 
all we consider necessary, and by be- 
ing careful vot to let the water stand 
around in troughs and tanks till it 
freezes this point is easily managed. 
Water just as it is pumped from the 
well is about the correct temperature, 
winter and summer, for live stock and 
fa relished by them in that state more 
than in avy other.

sample market, they must be resisted 
with untiring determination and vigor. 
The people of the western provinces 
cannot affird to sacrifice the advant- 
ages they have sained over this ring 
ef sharks after years of determined 
conflict. The farmers should re- 
nember that when the sample market 
's established, al' grain passes into the 
bands of the Winnipeg grain ring the 
noment it is shipped, to be sold by 
{.e grain combine for any price they 
choose to pay. The people of the 
West wil, neve’ submit to such an 
injustice. 

We wish to again to emphasise the 
fact that the farmers of the West 


have never asked for a sample mark- | 


© and wil. not have it at any price. 
The present system of grading and 
shipp'ng grain gives general satisfac- 
tion to the producers of the West, and 
is also satisfactory to the buyers in 
Geeat Britain, Fianee, Germany and 
ot‘er European countries as well as 
tue United States and home buyers 
The Vorelgn buyer can now buy on 
grade, sending his orders from his 
home office, and can be sure of getting 
just whac he hus ordered On the 
contrary, ‘f he orders from a sample 
market, he must elther sen¢ an agent 
icvoss the Atlaniic at great expense 
(which ts pald by the western farm- 
er) or he mus’ trust the Winnipeg 
ain sharks who will charge him a 
veod fat commission for buying for 
him on the sample market (which com- 
‘aission must alsc be paid by the 
sestern farmers), 

In a recent report of J. T. Lith 
eow, Canadian Trade Commissioner in 
Germany, le shows the value of the 
rresent g’ading system alike to the 
Western Canadian farmer and the 
German grain buyer "He says 
Canalilan wheat takes a very high 
place in the estimation of German tm- 
porters and miliers, and the large 
Hamburg ‘mporters express the great- 
est satisfection al the grading and at 
tie condition of the wheat on arrival 
There ts # probability that this year 
the demand for Canadian wheat wil! 
be greatly Increased.” The establish- 
ment of a sample market would great- 
y injure this orospective trade, if not 
envirely destrov it by abolishing the 
present stundarc grades It would 
be folly not to foster the German mark- 
et for wheat, particularly in view of 
he great crop that will be harvested 
nis fall

\ CS HISTORY OF THE WEST 


VALUABLE WESTERN DOCU- 
MENTS PLACED IN ARCHIVES 


Professor Oliver of Saskatchewan 
University, Discovers ‘Important 
MaAuscripts, Vitiich Throw Inter- 
estivig Light on the Early History of 
the West. 

Ottawa, Ont.—The most valuable 
Canadian historical documents which 
have beer discovered for years wete 
collected this summer by Prof. Oliver, 
professor of history in Saskatchewan 
university Prof. Oliver, who has 
been working ai the archives for the 
government, has succeeded in locat- 
ing practically all the records of the 
vid Assiniboia council of Manitoba, 
which was the only government in 
the west for years before Manitoba 
ntered confederation. Most of 
these documents, it was supposed, 
were not in existence. Some of these 
manuscripts were found by Prof. 
Oliver in Manitoba and some in the 
erchives «et Ottawa 

Hon. Dr. Roche, secretary of state, 
under whose department the archives 
now fall. and who is taking a keen 
personal ‘nterést in collecting records 
of Canado’s early history, thinks that 
these monuscripts will prove of ex- 
ceeding value to historians and be- 
Neves that they will throw fresh light 
ou the early history of the west. He 
had a conference in regard to them 
with Dr. Doughty, deputy minister of 
the archives and Prof. Oliver Oliver 
nd decid +d to publish the newly found 


a 
ocuments in blue-book form su they 
ill be available to all interested in 


western Canadian history. 

We have less information 1 find, 
said Dr. Roche, in the archives in re- 
gard to the west than any other part 
of Canads. 1 want to secure all data, 
Jocuments and manuscripts possible 
in regard to the early history of the 
west. 
it that much harder to secure, How- 
ever, the minister is not confining his 
«efforts to the west alone and, with a 
View to ctrengthening the hands of 
Dr. Douchty in securing original doc- 
uments on Canadian history he has 
enlarged the manuscript commission 
by the addition of the following 

: Arch-deacon Armitage, Nova 
Archdeacon. Raymond, St. 
PB; Hon, Thos. Chapais, 
Quebec; Prof. Grant, Queens univer- 
efty and Sir Edmund Walker, Ontar- 


fo; Prof Chester Martin, Manitoba 
university and R. E. Gosnell, British 
Columbia 


Dr. Roche is also considering the 


appointment of a commission to go_ 


through all the Ottawa departments 
in a search, for. documents of histor- 
jeal interest which should be presery- 
ed in the archives, At present no 
effort is made to save or preserve de- 


partmental documents and the depart- | 


ments are filled with old files, which 
may hold documents of almost price- 
less value.
